tisin g for labor to build railw ays. 
N o one w ill cut and haul w ood at 
present prices, unless it is a case of 
necessity. 
A n d it is not a neces­ 
sity w ith m an y o f the people w h o 
have heretofore not been in the 
w ood business. T h e available w ood 
su p p ly is con tin u ally g e ttin g far­ 
ther a w a y from the railw ays. 
A n d 
the cheap land in tim ber is g ra d u ­ 
ally g e ttin g into the hands of peo­ 
ple w h o do not need to sell ^he 
tim ber for cord w ood. 
It pays far 
better to let goats c le m out the 
underbrush and let it g ro w to blue- 
grass and let the tim ber rema^u.

Not only does Sedalia sorrow 
over the death of one of her best 
loved citizens, but the entire peo­

If Sheriff Story , of Multnomah 
county , Oregon, carries out his 
present plans A. L. Belding, the 
murderer, will pass into history as 
the first criminal who made money 
en the scaffold, and the sheriff, in­ 
cidentally , will be remembered as 
having organized 
a ‘ sy stem by 
which curiosity is made to con­ 
tribute to charity . 
On July I I Belding killed his 
wife, Frank Woodward, a bar­ 
tender, of whom he was jealous, 
and 
Mrs, 
L, 
McCroskey , 
his 
mother-in-law, and daungerously 
wounded his father-in-law, Lemuel 
McCroskey . 
The crime was committed at the 
home of Mrs, Belding’s parents. 
Belding entered the house with a 
revolver in each hand and shot 
Woodward. 
He shot the others as 
they ran out of their rooms to see 
what tha shooting was about. 
After leaving the house Belding 
telephoned the chief of police, in­ 
formed him of the shooting and 
calmly awaited arrest. 
He has fre- 
<|uently ex pressed a desire to be 
hanged without delay . 
Tbe sheriff proposes that those 
persons who attend the hanging of 
.the triple murderer must pay $5 to­ 
wards supporting Belding’s 6 -y ear- 
oJd boy , who will become an orphan 
October 31. 
“ The idea,” say s Sheriff Story , 
“ is entirely original. 
It was sug' 
gested to me by the numerous re­ 
quests for invitations to the hang­ 
ing. 
Belding’s little boy , who is 
now being cared for by an aid so­ 
ciety , already has been deprived of 
his mother^, who was shot by Beld- 
icg, and will be left an orphan, de­ 
pendent entirely on charity . 
“ It IS the custom to issue tickets, 
•r rather invitations, to a limited 
ex tent upon the occasion of a legal 
ex ecution. 
I think it proper that 
those receiving them who <jare to 
attend should contribute something 
to the snpport of the child whose 
father they have come 
to 
see 
hanged. 
“ The position of this little boy 
is an unenviable one, and it seems 
to <ne that it wo u ld b e 
much im­ 
proved if a sum of money was 
placed in the hands of the county 
court to be ex pended under its di­ 
rection for the child’s education 
and benefit. 
“ So keenly do I feel this to be 
the case, I will give my self all fees 
which I may receive for ex ecuting 
the sentence toward the fund I pro­ 
pose to raise, 
“ I am aware, in making public 
this idea, I am advocating some­ 
thing which, because of novelty , 
may cause some criticism,” con- 
tinuad the sheriff, “ but I am free 
to say that I do not think any valid 
ob|ection can be raised to the pro- 
*posal.” 
The plan outlined by the 'sheriff 
will result in realizing nearly $2,000 
for the boy . 
The novelty of the idea has 
caused a generally ex pressed cfeter- 
mination to subscribe to the fund. 
Belding himself is much pleased at 
the 
prospective 
opportunity of 
leaving his son some money . 


Gordon, who was indicted Satur­ 
day by the grand jury for murder 
in the first degree. 
A motion was made for bail di­ 
rectly after the grand jury reported, 
and Judge Hockaday , after ex ­ 
amining all the evidence in the 
case, decided to release the defend­ 
ant under bond of $9 ,000. 
In passing on the motion for bail 
Judge Hockaday stated that the 
evidence before him showed that 
the killing of Hugo Doeling by the 
defendant was done in the heat of 
passion while both parties were en­ 
gaged in sudden combat, the first 
assault having been made by the 
deceased, and therefore in no event 
under the law could the offense be 
greater than murder in the second 
degree. 
The defendant furnished 
bail at once. 
The case will be continued until 
the nex t regular term of the Boone 
county circuit court.

Ultimately Jim Young­ 
er’s mortal remains will undoubt 
ediy rest in the family burial lot. 
A Boise, Idaho, dispatch of the 
20th say s: 
Miss Alice J. Miller, 
the sweetheart and betrothed wife 
of Jim Younger, who committed 
suicide in St. Paul Saturday night, 
and addressed to whom the suicide 
left an affectionate note, has been

Miss Miller is 30* y ears of age, 
and wrote a history of the police 
and fire departments of St. Paul, 
and did work for the Salt Lake 
City Herald during the political 
campaign of 19 00. 
She is now 
writing a novel. 
She is a woman 
of independent means.

MINERS GET BEST OF IT. 


Four of Six Commissioners L%ely to 
Be With Them on Three Im­ 
portant Demands, 


The supreme issue which con­ 
fronts the men appointed by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt to determine the 
questions involved in the great coal 
strike touches the heart and soul of 
trades 
unionism, 
writes 
James 
Creelman from Wilkesbarre, Pa. 
This tremendous problem has 
been forced into the first place by 
the insistence of the coal operators 
that 
the arbitration commission 
shall settle the dispute without 
making any distinction between 
union and non-union miners, and 
that 
the Mine 
Workers’ onion 
shall, in future, refrain from inter­ 
fering with non-union men. 
John Mitchell has succeeded in 
presenting the clean-cut issues of a 
labor monopoly, as opposed to a 
coal monopoly, and the language 
employed by the coal operators, in 
their request to President Roose­ 
velt, presents the central idea of 
organized labor in a manner to 
compel an utterance almost na­ 
tional in its character. 
The operators declare that the 
strike of r43,coo anthracite mine 
workers constitutes a conspiracy in 
restraint of interstate commerce; 
that such a combination, which 
absolutely controls a commodity 
necessary to the life of the people 
and the existence of industry and 
commerce, contravenes the com­ 
mon law s; and that it destroys in­ 
dividual liberty, in that it takes 
from the employer the right to say 
whom he shall employ, while com­ 
pelling the workingman to join the 
union or starve. 
The Mine Workers’ union takes 
the position that its members have 
both the legal and the moral right 
to refrain from working when the 
conditions of work are unjust or 
unsatisfactory, and that a peace­ 
able 
strike is the only )awful 
weapon which workingmen can 
use to protect themselves against 
an 
industrial 
despotism 
which 
would, if left free to dictate con­ 
ditions, reduce labor to a state of 
intolerable servitude.

On the question of wages, shorter 
hours and fair weight— the three 
important demands presented by 
Mr. Mitchell— it is likely that ail 
of the arbitrators except E. W.

The D e m o cr at the past week 
chronicled the resignation of the 
Rev. George Heathcote Hills as 
rector of Christ Episcopal church at 
St. Joseph. 
Further light on his 
retirement is furnished in the fol­ 
lowing dispatch from there: 
Christ church is the wealthiest 
in the city. 
Among its members 
are the leading 
club men and 
society women, including at least 
a half dozen millionaires. 
Rev. Hills was a club man. 
He 
belonged to 
the Country club, 
which his parishioners frequented. 
He played golf with them and 
several times won the Directors’ 
cup. 
He joined their parties at 
the ball games and sat in their 
boxes at the theaters. 
He smoked 
on the street and wherever other 
men smoked. 
He was considered 
the ideal 
pastor of 
a fashionable church. 
He 
preached 
liberal 
sermons 
that 
did 
not 
trouble 
the 
consciences 
of 
his 
flock. 
He 
had come from the east, and he had 
the eastern polish of manner. 
He 
was at ease in society and was an 
accomplished pulpit orator. 
Several wealthy parishoners re­ 
monstrated with him, however, for 
his 
habits. 
They 
told him he 
ought not to play golf and attend 
ball games. 
They argued that the 
theater was no place for a clergy- 
man, and that cigars and cigarettes 
were made for laymen. 
Mr. Hills 
did not agree with them, and t w o 
months ago they withdrew their 
support from the church. 
Mr. Hills made no threat of 
resignation. 
He went to the Wis­ 
consin woods for a thirty days* out­ 
ing. 
When he returned the of­ 
fended parishioners continued to 
remain away from church. 
He 
waited thirty days for them to re­ 
turn. 
Then he resigned. 
He gave them no formal reason 
for the action. 
The announcement 
was made at the conclusion of the 
evening service. 
The rector hur­ 
ried to his study, put off his vest­ 
ments and boarded a car for Union 
station to catch a St, Louis train. 
None spoke to him for he did not 
give an opportunity. 
He had his 
grip packed in his study and left 
the church before the aisles were 
empty. 
He is expected to return for the 
services tomorrow and a farewell 
reception has been planned for him 
Monday night. 
Mr. Hills came to St. Joseph 
three years ago from Chicago. 
He 
brought a tragedy with him which 
was probably the cause of his 
worldly habits. 
Just after his graduation from 
college he married a French woman 
of aristocratic family. 
They lived 
together only a few years when the 
wife left home and fled to Paris, 
France, taking her child with her. 
Mr. Hills was at that time rec­ 
tor of a parish in Chester, Pa. 
He 
resigned and came west, taking a 
place as assistant rector of Grace 
church in Chicago. 
From there he came to St. Joseph 
in 1899. 
lived alone, and his 
only recreations have been such as 
he could get in society. 
Soon after 
coming to St. Joseph he went to 
Paris, hunted up his former wife 
and secured possession of his child, 
bringing the boy to St. Joseph, 
where he has since lived with his 
father. 
The wife has never returned to 
America, 
and Mr. 
Hills never 
married again. 
He is 40 years 
old.

Sam and John Butcher, charged 
with burglary at 
Lamonte and 
HiattsTille, Kas., aré safely locked 
up in the Pettis county jail and a 
third alleged burglar and probable 
murderer, Charles Bradshaw, is 
hiding in the woods near Windsor 
with his anatomy perforated with 
buckshot, as the result of a visit of 
Constable James A . Robb and 
Deputy Constable T, j , Robb to 
Windsor and vicinity last Saturday 
and Sunday. 
On Friday Constable Robb re­ 
ceived a tip that the* men who 
robbed Terry Bros.’ hardware store 
four weeks ago next Wednesday 
could be found in the vicinity of 
Windsor, and, accompanied by his 
brother, Tom, 
Constable 
Robb 
went to Henry county in search 
of three men, who are as desperate 
criminals as can be found outside 
of prison walls. 
Upon arriving at Windsor, Con­ 
stable Sam Majors and John Rich­ 
ardson volunteered to ^accompany 
the Robbs to the cabin of Sam and 
John Butcher, located in the tim- 
her, eight miles west of Windsor. 
When 
the posse reached the 
Butcher cabin the only person at 
home was a young girl, a sister of 
Charles Bradshaw and a sister-in- 
law af Sam Butcher. 
She said the 
menfolks were in Windsor. 
The officers searched the cabin 
and found a large quantity of stolen 
goods belonging to Terry Bros., of 
Lamonte, and R. T. Williams, 
whose general store at Hiattsville, 
Kas., was robbed on the night of 
October 7. 
In the rear of the 
cabin the officers found a box 
buried in a hog pen containing a 
miscellaneous assortment of goods. 
The stolen property, all of which 
has been identified, excepting a lot 
of fine dress goods, was taken to 
Windsor. 
Constable Robb 
and 
posse ob Saturday afternoon went 
to the home of the Butcher boys, in 
Windsor, where they surprised Sam 
Butcher, who offered no resistance 
to arrest. 
A t 4 :3o o’clock Sunday morning 
Officer Robb’s party, armed with 
double-barreled shotguns and re­ 
volvers, 
drove 
rapidly 
to 
the 
Butcher cabin and surrounded the 
structure. 
When 
they 
arrived 
there'it was just getting daylight. 
They called upon the occupants to 
open the door. 
John 
Butcher 
obeyed the order, but when he saw 
the officers he closed the door 
quickly and barred it. 
, 
Just then Constable Robb heard 
a twig snap behind him, and, 
turning eround, he saw Charles 
Bradshaw, who is well known in 
Sedalia, standing about forty feet 
from him, with a big 44'Calibre re 
volver pointing straight at him. 
— d you, I have got you,” 
shouted Bradshaw, just as Robb 
fired one barrel of his gun at him. 
Almost at the same moment John 
Richardson fired both barrels of his 
gun at Bradshaw, who fell on his 
knees, and, getting up, started to 
run, falling a second time. 
Brad­ 
shaw again gained his feet and ran 
swiftly into the brush and timber, 
and was quickly lost to sight in 
the twilight. 
The officers then went closer to 
tbe^abin and told John Butcher 
that if he did not come out they 
would burn the house over his 
head.

HIS MIND UNBALANCED. 


Deed Prompted by 111 Health and 
Separation from Friends— 
Cole Younger 111 . 


men who murdered R.J. Morrison, 
owner of a general merchandise 
store at Pawnee Station, Kas., on 
Oct. I. 
Bradshaw was no doubt impli­ 
cated in the robbery of the goods 
stolen from Mr. Williams’ store 
and found in the Butcher cabin. 
On and before October i, Brad­ 
shaw had been visiting his parents, 
who live near both Hiattsville and 
awnse station.

On the night of October i, three 
men went to Morrison’s store at 
i^awnee station and woke him up, 
saying that they wanted to get 
some patent piedicine for a sick 
woman.

a pick handle, knocking him sense- 
ess. 
The robbers then entered th 
store and stole $500 of mocey be 
ODging to Mr. Morrison, the Ma­ 
sons and Odd Fellows and the post- 
office. 
Just as they were about to leave 
he store Mr. Morrison recovered 
consciousness 
and they cut his 
hroat from ear to ear, leaving him 
or dead. 
Ttie circumstances seem to point 
o 
Charles 
Bradshaw 
and the 
Butcher boys as the murderers of 
Morrison. 
Officers are now on the 
rail of Bradshaw and he may be 
arrested in a few hours. 
Sunday night his sister went to a 
Windsor drug store and purchasLd 
a bottle of liniment and other 
rredicines and her trail was fol- 
owed. 
It is believed Bradshaw is 
quite badly wounded and may not 
be able to long remain in 
his 
present hiding place. Sam Butcher 
is also an ex-convict, having served 
a terra for horse stealing. 
Constable Robb, in speaking of 
he raid on the Butcher cabin, said 
he believed that Sam Major was 
the bravest officer in Missouri.

James Y'ounger, who, with his 
brothers. Cole and Bob Younger, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
in 1876 for the Northfield (Minn.) 
bank raid and murder of Cashier 
Heywood, was found dead in the 
Reardon hotel in St. Paul, Minn., 
Sunday morning. 
He had com­ 
mitted suicide by shooting. 
His 
right hand held the revolver, and 
he was shot through the right 
temple. 
There was blood on his 
left hand, indicating that he had 
used it to steady the hand that held 
the revolver. 
He was dressed only 
in his underclothing, and was lying 
on the bed. 
Younger left a dis- 
jointedly written note that indi­ 
cated a deranged mind. 
Enough 
was learned from the note to show 
that the deed was prompted by ill 
health and separation from his 
friends. 
The cote said : 
“ It is all due to politics,” that 
W. J. Bryan was the greatest man 
on earth, and that there is no per­ 
gonal God. All of his clothing was 
found folded neatly and everything 
in the room was in perfect order, 
showing how carefully he had pre­ 
pared for the deed. 
On a bureau in the room was 
found a long manila envelope, on 
one side of which was written : 
“ To all that is good and true I 
love and bid farewell. 
“ 
Jim Y o u n g e r .” 
On the other side of the envelope 
were the^^e words ; 
“ Oh, lassie, good-by. 
“ All relatives just stay away 
from 
me. 
No 
crocodile 
tears 
wanted. 
“ Reporters, 
be 
my 
friends. 
Burn me up. 
J im Y o u n g e r . ” 
The envelope contained a pack­ 
age of letters that had passed be­ 
tween Younger and a lady with 
whom he is said to have been much 
in love. 
Tne lady, who is promi­ 
nently connected, is said to have 
reciprocated his affection, and it 
was reported at.one time that they 
were to be married. 
The lady’s relatives raised strenu­ 
ous objections to the wedding, and 
a further obstacle was the fact that 
it was pointed out that a paroled 
prisoner could not legally contract 
a marriage. 
The couple deter­ 
mined to disregard the objections 
of relatives, and an effort was made 
to overcome the other obstacle to 
their marriage by securing from 
the state board of pardons a full 
pardon and restoration to citizen­ 
ship. 
This effort failed, and this, 
it is thought, had much to do with 
Younger’s determination to end 
his life. 
The lady is said to be now in 
Boise, Idaho, for her health. 
It is 
also said that relations between 
Jim and Cole Y^ouoger were very 
much strained— in fact, that the 
brothers had not been on speaking 
terms for the past six months. The 
difference between the brothers is 
reported to have been over money 
matters. 
After 
Jim 
Younger’s release 
from prison, in July of last year, 
he was employed by a firm of 
tombstone cutters of St, Paul, and, 
with Cole, who was in the employ 
of the same firm, went through the 
state soliciting orders. 
On one of 
these trips Jim was thrown from 
his wagon 
and 
hurt his heac 
badly, aggravating an old wounc 
he had received in the civil war. 
He left the firm in a few months 
and was clerk of a cigar stand in 
one of the largest grocery stores in 
the city. 
No possible reason for 
the suicide is known except that 
his mind was unbalanced. 
In the letter, he left Younger in 
veighed severely against Gov. Van 
Sant and Warden Wolfer, of the 
penitentiary.

to Cole Younger, who is confinée 
to his bed by illness.

tem alone there will be 25,000 
members. 
The chief cause of the demand is 
increased cost of living.
